Thus Baldwin, Molina, Bodin, 
Matheus Parifienfis, Grotius and Puffendorf. And for 
our own Laws, Sir @e , in his Preface to 
the Abridgement of the olls in the Tower, obferves, 
that our Parliaments have in all Times been careful to 
refume Lands alien’d from the Crown, which they 
condemn’d as an undue Practice, and therefore re- 
united them. If then it was wrong to difpofe of 
Lands that were the Patrimony of the Crown, how 
much more fo mutt it be to give away the Subjeét’s 
Property, and to alienate Part of tie Empire to a 
foreign Power? If the former were to be inviolable, 
then the latter 4 /ortiort, muft be facred and unalienable. 
If it be pleaded, that thefe Countries came to the 
Crown by Acquifition, and therefore may be difpofed 
of at Pleafure. I reply, that they were no“ucquired 
by Charles the Firft Second, but came to them 
both by Hereditary D t: And further, that if 
Acquifition gives a Right of Alienation, then it is 
within the Prerogative to give or fell Jre/and and all 
the Plantations, to any Potentate in Europe, which 
I believe no Lawyer i Great Britain will give under

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LONDON. 


On Saturday arrived the Mail due from Holland. 

By a particular Letter from Conitantinople of the 
—* of October, we learn, that there has been fome 
ifunderftanding betwixt his Excellency the Earl of 
Kinnoul, the Britih Ambaflador there, and a certain 
foreign Minifter, who complained of his Behaviour to 
him ; but that they were reconciled at an Entertainment 
which was made by the Rufian Refident, for all the 
__ foreign Minilters, on the 17th of September. It was 
but three Days after this that his Excellency received 
the firft News of his Recal. The Author of the Let- 
ter, who appears to be no Enemy to his Excellency 
“ fays, that all the Irregularities charged to his Account, 
were owihg to Lucas Chirico, the chief Interpreter of 
the Britih Embafly, who had greatly abuféd the Con- 
fidence the Earl repofed in him ; but that his Lordthip’s 
Eyes being open atlaft to fee the Man's Bafenefs and 


Treachery, he refolved to turn him out of the Service 
of Great Britain, and on the 26th acquainted him with 
the exprefs Order he had received for that Purpofedrom 
the King his Mafter fome Time before, but which he 
had all along delayed to put in Execution, out of pure 
Kindnefs to him. His Excellenty’s Conduct in this 
Affair was not only very much commended by the Mi- 
nifters of the Porte, to whom he took Care to-notify--at 
by the Grand Seignior’s Interpreter, but by all the fo- 
reign Minifters there, who, by the Applauie and 
Thanks which they paid him for remoying. Chirico 
front his Office, reprefented it as a very important Step 
for the Security of Numbers of private Men, who were 
before expofed to that Interpreter’s Extortion. The 
Letter adds a Reflection on the monftrous ingratitude 
of the Interpreter, who, after he knew that his Excel- 
lency was recalled, affected to run him down, and to 
cry up his Succeffor Sir Everard Fawkener, who, he 
boafted, was fo much his Friend, that, under him,» he 
fhould have more Authority than ever. But the Wri- 
ter concludes, that tho’ the univerfal Joy for the Inter- 
reter’s Removal, fhews how much he was hated, yet 
* Everard Fawkener’s Reputation is fo well eftablifh- 
ed atthe Porte, that his Arrival there was impatiently 
ex ; 
Other Letters from the Porte fay, that Ifmael the 
new Grand Vizier has caufed three Perfons of Diſtinc- 
tion to be beheaded fince his Arrival at Conitantinople. 

According to Advices from Petersburg, the Crim 
‘Tartars have afflembled all their Troops, with a Defign 
to oppofe the Paflage of the Ruffians ; and if they con- 
tinue fixed in that Refolution, ‘tis not doubted but we 
fhall foon hear of a general Battle that will decide the 
Fate of Afoph, which the Ruflians feem at prefent re- 
folved to befiege. 

Letters from Germany are pretty pofitive, that next 
Year the Emperor will declare a Marriage between the 
Archdutchefs, his eldeft Daughter, and the Duke of 
Lorain; and that the Duke of Wirtemberg, who is at 
Statgard, has received a Courier from Vienna, with 
Orders, fince the Terms of an Accommodation between 
the Emperor and France are fully fettled, to withdraw 
the auxiliary ‘Troops from their Pofts upon the Neckar, 
the Rhine and the Mofelle, and to make the neceflary 
Difpofitions for their Return home, efpecially fuch as 
lie neareft to their own Territories; and that Orders are 
alfo arrived to fell the Horfes belonging to the Train of 
Artillery, except the beft, which are to be fent to the 
Imperial Army in Italy.. Some fay, that the Sufpen- 
fion of Arms with France ‘is limited only to four 
Months, and that the Court of Ruffia defires fome Alte- 
ration may be made in the Preliminary Articles with 
regard to the Affairs of Poland. 

The Hanover Packet Boat, Capt. Henry. Osborn 
Commander, which failed on the sth of laft Month 
from Falmouth for Lisbon, with two Mails on board, 
and a Paflenger from Vienna to the King of Portugal, 
met with a terrible Storm laft Saturday Se’nnight about 
100 Leagues Welt of the Lizard, which carried away 
her Head, and with another on the Monday following, 
which having drove her upon the Coaft of France, and 
obliged her to cut away her Mizem Maft and to heave 
two of her Guns over-board, fhe made for England, 
and after having all her Stern beat in, fo that fhe was 
feveral ‘Times full of Water, and broke the Cable of 
her Anchor, fhe got with very great Difficulty, on 
Wednefday Night, to Portfmouth Dock to be repair d, 
the Captain and Men being almoft dead with the Fa- 
tigue they underwent to fave her in both thofe violent 
Storms. 

Yetterday being St. Andrew's Day, their Majetties, 
&c. not only wore Crofles in Honour of the Day, 
but the Knights of the Garter, Thiftle, and Bath, ap- 
pear'd in their Collars of SS. And a Sermon was 
preach’d before the King and Queen at St. James’s 
Chapel, by the Rev. Mr. Copping, and the Earl of 
Orkney carried the Sword of State to and from Chapel.
